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[Claim] 

A front-end circuit for a radio receiver for RF-amplifying an RF signal 
received at an antenna, for converting the signal into an 
intermediate -frequency (IF) signal at a mixer circuit, and for amplifying the 
IF signal, said front-end circuit comprising: 

a trap circuit for eliminating a signal other than a desired signal 
from the RF signal received at the antenna; and 

a controller for a resonance frequency of the trap circuit based on 
a tuning voltage.

Fig. 1 is a block diagram of a front-end circuit according to an 
exemplary embodiment of the invention.
